the yard wall, and alsr. employed it as a 
chisel to dig through the cell wall in the jail 
building. 
Hafler made his hook and manu- 


factuied a rope from his blanket, and then 
proceeded to dig through the cell wall with 
a portion of the iron, which he had broken 
m half. He made a very large hole, and 
would soon have been at liberty had the rest 
of the programme worked all right, but he 
lacked the time to complete all hie. arrange- 
ments before the jailers made their rounds, 
«o he called lo Jailer Wright and confessed 
what he had done. It was found that the 
wall in his cell was rotten. 
This is owing to 


the cement that was used in the construction 
of the building. It crumbled away like dried 
tuud. Had it been of the proper quality the 
walk would have been like adamant. 
Upon 


other occasions prisoners have attempted to 
escape in the same manner, and in each in- 
stance the wall was found in the same con- 
dition, indicating that the inferior cement 
had been used throughout the entire building. 
This is the coudillon of the jail wall, and not 
that about the yard. The matter is so seri- 
ous that it will probably be presented to the 
Gnind Jury at the next criminal term of 
court. 
It is impossible, And in fact not de- 


sirable, to chain all the prisoners, and there- 
lone Uiere is nothing to prevent an attack 
being made upon the walls. The hooks and 
b/inket ropes are used to scale the outside 
wall.

ADMIRAL DEWEV'S GUNNERS. 


Apropos to the charge that Dewey owed 


his marvelous success at Manilla lo the em- 
ployment of English gunners who had been 
inveigled into the service of the American 
ships, Captain Crowninshield, Chief of the 
Navigation Bureau, -who is directly in charge 
of the personnel of the navy, gives the fol- 
lowing direct refutation: 


''We never have yet been called upon to 


get Englishmen to teach us how to shoot. 
An inspection of the muster rolls of Dewey's 
squadron will convey the amplest refutation 
of this charge and show how absolutely false 
it is. Even later than the muster rolls are 
the prize lists prepared for the use Of tie 
auditing officers 
of 
the Treasury 
De- 


partment 
and by comparison with the 


muster rolls as the squadron was originally 
formed they show very clearly that no 
Englishmen were behind the guns that sunk 
the Spanish fleet and silenced the fo rts of 
Cavite." 


The honor of being the first Federal Gov- 


ernor on Cuban soil has been accorded to 
one of Pennsylvania's sons. General Cham- 
bers McKibbin is a valiant soldier, of whom 
his native State has already had occasion to 
be proud. At the age of 22, being then only 
a sutler in ths fourteenth Infantry, Army of 
the Potomac, he distinguished himself as one 
of the heroes of the battle of Games' Mill. 
Burning his sutler's stores he fought fiercely 
in the ranks and was severely wounded. So 
conspicuous was his gallantry upon this oc- 
casion that th« officers of his regimen), 
promptly recommended him for' a second 
lieutenantcy, and on .enlisting, iu accordance 
with Secretary Stsnton's advice, the young 
sutler was at once (September 22, 1862;) 
given a commission. lie was afterward 
wounded at the battle of Chancellorsville, 
and also at the battle of the Weldon Rail- 
road. The new American Governor of San- 
tiago de Cuba will be 68 years old on No- 
vember 2 next, and will retire from the army 
in six years.—Philadelphia Record.

Tests for impurities in drinking water, 


which anyone may apply, are given by the 
Massachusetts Medical Journal: 


Sterilize, by boiling, a bottle, madu ol 


clear, unoolored glass; fill with the water in 
question and look through it at a dark 
object. If muddy or colored, there is solu- 
ble organic matter in. suspension. 


Passing this test, empty out part of the 


•water, cork the bottle and leave it for a 
few hours in a warm place. Then shake 
the bottle, uncork and smell the air. If 
there is an odor, and especially if offen- 
sive, the water should bo condemned. The 
warmth willde\elopan odor which would 
not otherwise be perceptible.

Elizabeth R. Richardson, an elder of the 


Olive Street Meeting of the Society of Friends 
and for more than twentj-five years a resi- 
dent of Tioga, died on Sunday of general de- 
bility, at the residence of her nephew, John 
K. Hulme, 2110 Tioga street. Mrs. Richard- 
son was a daughter of Samuel and Mary 
Hulme, and was born in Bucks County, near 
Bristol February 17, 1817. 
In her early 


womanhood she was married to Robert W. 
Richardson, of Wilmington, Del., and for 
many years resided on Tenth street, Aho.a 
Green, where her husband died thirty years 
ago.

large. Still others are found having 
within themselves one or more of their 
own species of smaller siza But their 
destrnctiveiiess does not end here. We 
have seen them behind a school of shad, 
spot or menhaden, and sometimes schools 
of mackerel and cod, snapping and 
slashing their prey until the water was 
all a-foaru. They eat until they can hold 
no more, but their viciousness - is not 
abated.

back on expedients that range all the 
way from a mysterious special sense of 
"orientation" down to everyday or- 
dinary observation of landmarks, soch 
as man uses when he finds his way. 
Most authorities are now mcimed to 
take a middle coarse, and believe that 
the pigeon finds its way by methods 
moro or less ordinary, but by a very 
extraordinarily skilled combination of 
them. 


We translate below part of an article 


on the subject, contributed by M. A. 
Thauzies to the Kevue Soientinquo. 
The author's assumption that the ani 
mal <Yganisni is sensitive to magneti 
cond%ons in contrary to scientific ob 
serration and experiment, but this 
only a detail of his theory and does no 
materially affect it. M. Thauaies, af tie 
giving reasons for rejecting the theor. 
of a special sense and other hypo these 
put f urth on the subject, proceeds t 
state the following facts which he be 
lieves to be firmly established: 


"First.—We,ll trained pigeons, even 


if taken very far away—say severa 
hundred miles from the pigeon cot— 
get their bearings, in a normal atmos 
phere, 
with wonderful 
promptness 


without turning about in other direc 
tiona and without rising to a grea 
height. Before one can count 60 they 
have disappeared. 


"Second.—These same pigeons, lef 


in open air in their baskets several min 
utea before releasing them, while they 
are given food and drink, look arouu< 
them, walk to and fro, evidently study 
ing the sky, until, having found out 
doubtless, what they sought, they re 
main quiet. 
Then, if the baskets arc 


opened, they fly off low and alruos 
horizontally, without zigzags and in a 
straight line in the proper direction. 


"Third.—The same pigeons, trans 


ported to a strange region—that is, for 
instance, where they must make 
southerly journey when they are aocns 
toinedito make a northerly one, betraj 
a striking degree of disquietude in their 
baskets at the moment of departure 
They seem to be surprised and some 
what taken aback. As soon as they are 
free they fly off eastward, making large 
ellipses toward the sun. Then they ex 
plore in all directions, but they alwayi 
return to l,he east with a patiant tonaci 
ty that seems to signify that there is 
the key of the problem, and that ther< 
alone will be found its solution. 
After 


several minutes of this, having reaohec 
an altitude of 150 to 200 yards, they 
disappear in the proper direction. 


"fourth.—The earlier JE the morn 


ing they are released the more prompi 
ia their success in getting their direc 
tion. After noon, even in calm weather, 
and even if the distance is small, thei: 
orientation is dull, slow, wavering anc 
without vivacity. 


"Fifth.—When the day coincides 


with a change of the moon, the orienta 
tion both at the point of departure and 
also on the route becomes difficult, the 


• ijiidB-xoimra olo^nrly and ftti long in 
vals. 


"Sixth.—Finally, even when the sky 


seems everywhere clear, if the atmos 
phere is undergoing any of those invisi 
ble disturbances that are revealed only 
by the most delicate instruments of our 
observatories, the pigeons, as in the 
preceding case, hesitate, lag behind anc 
sometimes take double the time tba< 
would be necessary for their journey 
under other circumstances. 


"What must be concluded from these 


facts? 


"The carrier pigeon, a bird eminent- 


ly electric, and of excessive nervous sus- 
ceptibility, is also endowed with pro 
digiously sensitive vision and with spe- 
cial intelligence that cannot be doubted. 
The indefatigable excursions that 
makes, especially in the morning, often 
to considerable distances arouud its 
cot, and to all points of the compass, 
accustom it to a great number of mag- 
netic and visual sensations whose va- 
rious characteristics it learns to distin- 
guish according to the region where it 
is and to the hour of the day. By what 
may be called its sense of touch and by 
its sight it registers, as it were, like a 
delicate mechanism, impressions 
varied as they are complex, which, re- 
sulting in the concerted action of the 
organism, enable it to determine in a 
given place, at a given moment, the di- 
rection in which the dovecot will be 
found. 


"This power of discernment increases 


with the accumulation of heredity of 
what may be called 'local instinct.' 
This is why the carrier pigeon is not 
satisfactory unless it has behind it an 
ancestral line of carrier pigeons living 
in the same region. This is why when, 
for any cause, the air is disturbed, even 
to a degree imperceptible to man, the 
pigeon's element of investigation, its 
means of getting its bearings being dif- 
ferent and insufficient, it looks about, 
hesitates, gets ita direction with diffi- 
culty and sometimes even is lost."— 
Literary Digest,
